The cause is th at tbe fishermen at San 
Pedro have arrived a t th e conclusion 
that they are being imposed upon and as 
a const queqee the people of this oity iu 
general nave to suffer. 
Several years ago a law 
w h s passed 
whereby all fishermen have to pay a 
United States license, nmounting to $5 
annually, for the privilege oi catching 
fish in the waters of the United States. 
Each boat was allowed three men, ac­ 
cording to the law. 
The fish peddlers 
pay a municipal tax of $2 per month, 
and the fishermen and the vendors have 
banded together and decided to suspend 
operations rather than pay the demanded 
amount. The law has been in vogue for 
years but has not been enforced in ban 
Pedro until tho first of thia month. 
It 
is stated that other fishermen pay the 
tax all ovor the state w ithout a murmur, 
but the San Pedro men hAvo been al­ 
lowed to go so long w ithout paying 
th at they now consider it an imposition. 
Besides they are all foreigners and not 
conversant w ith the English language, 
hence they do not thoroughly compre­ 
hend the requirements of the law. 
Last evening Jerry Illicb, the res­ 
taurant keeper on Main street, held a 
conversation 
with Franoisco Gerardo, 
one of the leading fish catchers a t Sau 
Pedro. 
He explained to him th at the 
actions of himself and confederates only 
injured themselves. 
He ventured the 
rem ark th at th e United State Govern­ 
ment will oontinae lo exist, even though 
the tax is not psdd by the hand full of 
fishermen at San Pedro. Gerardo said 
th at only one-half of the men bad re­ 
fused to fish and that the others bad been 
intim idated by the rem ainder, who had 
threatened to sink their boats and cut 
their nets should they attem pt to fish or 
to comply w ith the requirements of the 
law. 
He, however, said th a t he would 
risk th e dangers and go fishing in his 
boat to-day. By to-morrow he said th at 
he would .snpply tbe Loa Angeles m ar­ 
ket with all the fish th at 
he could 
catch. 
There is no doubt b u t that G er­ 
ardo will m ake the attem pt, but there 
is every probability th at hie associates 
will interfere and prevent him from 
keeping bis promise.

SEVERE DROU I’H IN* COLORA DO.

vegetables and there is absolutely no 
feed for stock. 
The entryman etatee 
th at his neighbors are foroed to leave 
th eir holdings in order to obtain tha 
necessaries of life, and asks if this ab­ 
sence will operate to defeat their (loins 
when tbe final proof is offered . 
Tbe Commissioner replies: 
"T he d ie- 
treesiog situation yon have mentioned 
appeals to my strong sympathies in favor 
of the actual settlers in the public do­ 
main who ore suffering from drouth and 
los* of crops, and whatever relief may 
be possible within the discretion of this 
office will be extended to euable them lou 
preserve their claims. 
Settlers wbo ar« 
obliged to leave their claims on acoonnt 
of drouth should be prepare! to aocoaat 
for the absence for th is cause when they 
make their final proof, bnt iu suuh cos*« 
proof should not be offered untfi Ibe law 
has been fully complied with after their 
return to the land. An enforced absence 
on account of clim atic reasons will not 
imperil their claim, if the fact is estab­ 
lished when the proof is made, and if 
the proof is not attempted (o be made in 
advance of the timo when the period of 
residence, improvemeut and cultivation 
required by law can be satisfactorily 
show n."

T u sco n , A . T . Jnly fi.—The Star's ad- 
vioes of June 24ch, from Baviape, Son­ 
ora, are to the effect that Prof. F. 8.

Government engaged in inveetigation in­ 
to the traoes left by the earthquake of 
May 31 and the sucoeeding’shocks. The 
damage done to Bavispe 
complete, not 
a bouse being left uninjured, and by far 
the greatest number are shapeless .ruins. 
The people living in the town some 800 
iu number a t the time of th e shock, are 
now living in rude shelterc hastily erect­ 
ed on the upper mesa above the town. 
One hundred and sixty-nine were buried 
in the iuins caused by the first shock, 
and of this cam ber thirty-six ware takfb 
out dead, and thirty-seven more or lews 
hurt. 
From the time the first shock oc­ 
curred at 3 a , M .,M ay 3J, there has been 
a succession of shocks noted, sod Prof. 
Clark is of the opinion that with tbe ex­ 
ception of th e week included betweess 
tbe 8th and 15th of June there has not 
been any appreciable interval of rime 
when the earth in th at region has b e ta 
" a t rest." 
The centre of the distu rb ­ 
ance is northwest of Bavispe. An active 
voloano is reported seventy-five miles 
southeast of the place, to whioh point 
th e explorers have been dispatched.

conld n ot aff>rd to bring back a return 
earg \ for the duties on it would make 
the venture ruinous.

Because

policy encourages ship building in every 
way. 
N o tax is placed upon the ma­ 
terial which enters into it. 
But with us 
everything is taxed, from th e sails to the 
shrouds; from the copper to the iron 
th at enters into ner machinery and hull. 
The brass, the copper, the tacks, the 
hemp, the ctuvas, the iron, the wood— 
everything i* taxed. 
Hence, a vessel 
th a t cun be built in Englaud for $100,­ 
000 will cost $175.000 here. 
The result 
of this suicidal policy is apparent in all 
American ports. 
Vessels are loading 
a t our wharves and steam ers are sail­ 
ing away, but not ten in a hundred 
floats the American flag. Every steam er 
that sails for Europe, excepting a starv­ 
ing line recently started in Philadelphia, 
aails under either the English, the Fre> ch 
or the German flag. 
I t is not possible 
th at Americans, who are forward and 
enterprising iu all other kinds of com­ 
merce, would be so distauced iu the 
business of shipping if there were not a 
poweiful reason for it. 
If it were a 
game of fair play and no favors, «loes 
any one believe that ninety P®r cent, of 
our commerce would be carried in for­ 
eign bottoms? 
No. 
The American 
shipowner i* handicapped w ith taxes 
and tariffs th at discriminate agaiust him 
in favor of the foreign shipowners. We 
pay Great Britaiu alone over $100,000,000 
per annum to carry our freight, and 
w hen we go iuto scstacies over au ap 


p a r e n t showing th at the balance of 
trade Is in our favor to the extent of 
sometimes $60,000,000 or $80,000,000, 
w e do not take the fact into considera­ 
tion th at th at balance i* more than wiped 
out by th e tribute of freight we pay to for 
eigu shipping. 
Under th e tariff for rev­ 
enue of 1846 the American m erchant 
m arine rose to its highest pitch of great- 
aeas, surpassing even th e ooeao com- 
m tree of th a t old-time mistress of the 
m u. G reat Britain. 
U nder the high tar­ 
iff of 1864-68 oar a ero h an t m arine has 
I down to nothing. 


Th* H e r a ld has devoted a great 
deal of close study of late to th e prob­ 
lem of a complete and efficient sewerage 
system for th<* city. 
The plans th at 
have been form ulated in the City En- 
glneer ’a office are cart fully and elabor­ 
ately arrang'd, aud the system, as it will 
be ultimately recommended, will afford 
perfect drainage for every section of th e 
city. 
The plan proposes fó make three 
separate 
d is tr ic ts , 
b u t conjoining at 
their term ini by in te rc e p to r* w h ic h will 
carry, on a natural grade, the entire 
sewage into one channel and thence to 
the lands which it is proposed to devote 
to the purpose of receiving and utilizing 
as a fertilizer the wastage of the city. 
One arm of the service will drain East Los 
Angeles and a belt of the town lyirg on 
the grade of Alameda street. 
Another 
will relieve Sonoratown and the city 
lying above its level by carrying its 
sewage into Main street. 
The third 
will drain the line of territory lying 
above the grade of Figueroa aiid Pearl 
streets. 
An article elsewhere will out­ 
line the details of the system. 
W hen 
all this sewage is intercepted and car­ 
ried to lands below the city, it will be 
received by a company that propoeee to 
allow the city to recoup upon its outlay 
by receiving one-half of the increased 
value of these lands, by virtue of the 
riohAess that will be imparted to them 
from tho sewage. 
The plan and the 
proposition have a sensible aud business­ 
like air, and ought to accomplish the 
double object of affording us a complete 
system of sewerage, with returns th at 
will greatly lessen the cost of th e work. 


H os. J . M arion Brooks, D istrict At 
tcrney for the D istrict of Southern Cali­

In the beginning of Mny, 1839, he sailed 
from Callao in th e schooner A yacucha 
and lauded a t S anta Barbara the 4th of 
J u ly of the sam o year. 
From there he 
w ent to Los A ngeles by land, where, 
m uch to his gratification, he found his 
u ncle, Mr. J ea a Louis V ignes, in good 
health. 
T he distance of California trom 
France, snd th e difticnlty of com m uni­ 
cation betw een tho tw o countries iu 
those days, had been th e cause of the 
report being for a long tim e left uncon­ 
tradicted. 
Mr. V ignes w as th e first who planted 
vineyards in California on an exten sive 
toale and for com mercial purposes. 
Mr. Sainsevain remained w ith his a n ­ 
cle, assisting him in bis busin<89 enter­ 
prises, until 
1841. 
He theu left L os 
A ngeles and constructed a saw m ill near 
Ban Bernardino. 
T his was th e first sa w ­ 
m ill in California. 
In 1843, tho timber 
becom ing scarce at that place, he ob ­ 
tained from G overnor M auuel M ichel- 
torena a grant of tw o leagues of good 
timber 
laud 
on 
th e 
Baa 
L o ­ 
renzo river at Santa Cruz, and in th e 
sam e year he proceeded to that place in 
com pany w ith Don* Carlos I3ous»illon, 
and they built a large sawm ill ju st where 
is now the Santa Cruz Pow der M ill. 
Iu 
1844 he obtained from th e same G over­ 
nor a grant of 
lan^ in 
San Joaquin 
on the G uadalupe river, for th e purpose 
of erecting a flour m ill. 
By the end of 
th e year th e m ill was in operation. T his 
w as also the first flour mill in California. 
In 1845 his partner and him self built at 
Santa Crnz a schooner of 150 tons bur*

result of all theae business enterprises 
w as very satisfactory to the proprietors, 
and they continued to bo profitably en -

In 1853 Mr. Saiuaevaiu 
planted tbo first Urge vineyard— 40,000 
vines— in th e cou n ty of Santa Clara, 
and in 
1855,

company w ith 
his 
brother, Mr. Jean Louis Sainsevain, he 
bought from his uncle, Mr. Jeau Louis 
Vigne9, the celebrated vineyard of tho 
Altso, at Los A ngelos. 
Since then he 
has been nearly all the time engaged in 
th e California w in e business. 
In 1856 Mr. Sainsevaiu w ent to France 
for the purpose of studying th e different 
processes of 
w ine 
making in 
that 
country. 
H e returned in 1857 and es­ 
tablished a store of California wines and 
b r ^ d y in San Francisco, at th e corner 
of J k k so n ancl M ontgom ery streets, in 
partnership w ith bis brother. 
H e there 
commenced th e manufacture of the first 
California sparkling w ine— cham pagne. 
In January, 
1861, he 
was iu N ew 
York, 
w ith 
a 
cargo 
oi 
th e differ­ 
en t kinds of California wines, hoping 
to introduce successfully th e wines into 
tn at m arket and build up a peruiament 
dem and for them . 
H e established his 
oellars at 81 Cedar street, and th e prot- 
p ects appeared to him splendid in a busi­ 
n ess point of v iew , bnt th e civil war 
commenced soon after, and for a tim e all 
commercial tra n sa ctio n w ent dowu. He 
remained there up to A u gust of tb e same 
year and seeing no appearance of better 
prospects for th e near future he cam e 
back to hit fam ily aud 
busiuess affairs 
in California. 
In 1877 he w ent to G uatem ala, C en­ 
tral Am erica, w ith bis fam ily. 
H e took 
a cargo of h is California 
wines and 
brandy, to establish that business there. 
T h e President o f tb e R epublic, Rufino 
Barrios, deeded him all the land he 
w anted for tb e purpose of planting 
vineyards and farming. 
H e planted 20­ 
000 vines, but th e attem pt at cultivating 
vines in G uatem ala proved a failure. T he 
grapes did n ot m ature. 
T he clim ate, he 
found is not adapted for a vineyard. 
T here is not enough variation in the tem ­ 
perature, th e w in ter being nearly as warm 
as th e summer. 
H is farming operations 
were equally unsuccessful. 
T h e w heat 
and barley, for th e same reason, turned 
out as badly as the vines. 
M iserable 
a s were th e first year’s results, he did 
not like to abandon tho attem pt, but after 
a continued trial of four years in the 
vineyard and in the 500 acres planted 
each neaaon in w heat, barley, rye and 
corn, he was 
forced to the conviction 
th at there w as uo use to further waato 
tim e and labor in that field. 
H e sold 
his place, m achinery, stock, etc., and 
came back, as be says, " w ith tbo great­ 
est of pleasure to the beautiful ctim ate 
of San Jose and the delightful valley of 
Santa Clara,” w here he proposes to end 
his days.
